LOS MOLINOS — If Johnny 
can’t read, he’s typical of 
California’s school children.

Czech Family Realizes Dream 
Of Life In The United States 


By LEE PETERS 


Some dreams and hopes of 


people in the Iron Curtain 
countries remain just that, but 
not for Red Bluff's newest 
family, 
originally 
from 


Czechoslovakia, whose dream 
was to come to the United 
States. 


While still youngsters at- 


tending school, Petr (as he 
spells it) Rykir, now 27 years 
old, and Alena, his future bride, 
dreamed of coming to the United 
States. As they studied the 
history and pored over the 
maps, the knowledge became so 
ingrained that Rykir is as 
knowledgeable on the subject, 
perhaps more so, than those of 
us who take it all for granted. 


The family is completed with 


their year and a half old 
daughter, Jana, who was born 
here, and an uncle, Frank 
Kratochvil, 
who 
was 
in- 


strumental in their arrival to 
this country, and who, himself, 
has a story to relate worthy of a 
Hitchcock suspense movie. 


The Rykirs left their home 


town of Chrudim, about 60 miles 
east of Prague, in May 1969 
before the border was closed 
and went to Austria. In August 
of that year, they finally were 
able to join their uncle in 
Chicago. Mrs. Rykir left behind 
her parents, three sisters and 
six brothers, and Rykir left his 
parents and one brother. 


Their arrival in Red Bluff was 


the result of an offhand remark 
by Alice Jones late last summer 
while visiting Czechoslovakian 
relatives in Chicago. During a 
talk about displaced persons, 
Mrs. Jones asked, "I wonder if 
there is a watchmaker among 
them? We could use one in the 
store." Watchmaking is one of 
the country's noted crafts. 


In 
checking 
with 
the 


Czechoslovak headquarters, 
there was — Rykir, who had 
worked in his father's watch 
shop since he had been 12 years 
old and who had also had three 
years of formal instruction in 
watchmaking and repairing. 


The Rykirs drove out from 


Chicago in late February. Their 
impression of the country was 
somewhat dampened by the 
series of heavy winter storms 
they continually encountered. 
They were grateful to barely 
miss the earthquake in southern 
California. Their uncle flew out 
later, visiting friends in San 
Francisco before conning to Red 
Bluff. 


Kratochvil's story begins 


before World War II, when he 
was associated with a shoe 
manufacturing concern. When 
the 
Nazis 
invaded 


Czechoslovakia in 1939, he anfl 


several coworkers and one of the 
owners was seized by the 
Gestapo, but later released for 
lack of evidence. Not allowed to 
return to the same work, 
Kratochvil found work with an 
insurance company and later, as 
a director, was able to travel 
freely and work in the un- 
derground movement. When the 
country was liberated in 1945, he 
returned to the shoe concern and 
became plant director. The 
company had 1,300 employes 
and 90 retail stores. When the 
Communists staged their putsch 
in February 1948, he was faced 
with expulsion by the Com- 
munist Directory in Prague 
unless he signed an application 
to the Communist Party. His 
refusal was the beginning of his 
persecution: he had to leave his 
apartment, had his telephone 
disconnected, and could not find 
suitable employment since 
everything was under Com- 
munist control. In addition, he 
was listed as a "politically 
unreliable" individual which 
meant arrest when his turn 
came and concentration labor 
camp. In August, warned by 
friends and fearing for his life, 
he left the country with his 
family's consent. The next two 
years were spent in several 
German refugee camps, where 
he was active in camp projects 
and for the future. In January 
1951 he arrived in Chicago, 
where he worked for a shoe 
company and later a dairy. He 
took an active role in the 
Czechoslovak National Council 
of 
America, 
eventually 


becoming a member of its 
executive board. 


Kratochvil, who will be 74 


years of age in June, has a wife 
and 
three 
children 
in 


Czechoslovakia and six grand- 
children, whom he has never 
seen. Under the present regime, 
it is impossible for him to go 
back, but he says, "I am happy 
here." He is proud of his 
American citizenship which he 
acquired in the shortest possible 
time. 


A new chapter begins in his 


life now as it does for his 
nephew, who will be working 
alongside Jim Spencer, who has 
been with the store for nearly 21 
years. 
Although 
Rykir's 


knowledge of English at present 
is very limited, his outgoing 
personality and sense of humor 
should easily aid in overcoming 


the language barrier. 


Mrs. Rykir, whose daughter 


has inherited her sparkling blue 
eyes, 
says (the eternal 


feminine) that she has been 
most impressed with the variety 
and the quantity of foods 
available here in the markets. 


On hearing that, Petr and 


Uncle Frank both emphatically 
agreed that "She is a good cook, 
makes wonderful Bohemian 
dishes."

Some dream s and hopes of

countries rem ain just that, but 
not for Red Bluff’s 
newest 
fam ily, 
originally 
from 
Czechoslovakia, whose dream 
was to come to the United 
States. 
W hile still y o ungsters a t­ 
tending school, P etr 
(as he 
spells it) Rykir, now 27 years 
old, and Alena, his future bride, 
dream ed of coming to the United 
States. As they studied the 
history and pored 
over the 
maps, the knowledge became so 
ingrained 
that 
Rykir 
is 
as 
knowledgeable on the subject, 
perhaps more so, than those of 
us who take it all for granted. 
The family is completed with 
their year and 
a 
half 
old 
daughter, Jana, who was born 
here, 
and an 
uncle, 
Frank 
K ratochvil, 
who 
w as 
in­ 
strum ental in their arrival to 
this country, and who, himself, 
has a story to relate worthy of a 
Hitchcock suspense movie. 
The Rykirs left their home 
town of Chrudim, about 60 miles 
east of Prague, in May 1969 
before the border was closed 
and went to Austria. In August 
of that year, they finally were 
able to join their uncle in 
Chicago. Mrs. Rykir left behind 
her parents, three sisters and 
six brothers, and Rykir left his 
parents and one brother. 
Their arrival in Red Bluff was 
the result of an offhand rem ark 
by Alice Jones late last summer 
while visiting Czechoslovakian 
relatives in Chicago. During a 
talk about displaced persons, 
Mrs. Jones asked, “ I wonder if 
there is a w atchm aker among 
them? We could use one in the 
store.” W atchmaking is one of 
the country’s noted crafts. 
In 
checking 
w ith 
the 
Czechoslovak 
h ead q u arters, 
there was — Rykir, who had 
worked in his father’s watch 
shop since he had been 12 years 
old and who had also had three 
years of formal instruction in 
watchmaking and repairing. 
The Rykirs drove out from 
Chicago in late February. Their 
impression of the country was 
somewhat dampened by the 
series of heavy winter storms 
they continually encountered. 
They were grateful to barely 
miss the earthquake in southern 
California. Their uncle flew out 
later, visiting friends in San 
Francisco before coming to Red 
Bluff. 
K ratochvil’s story begins 
before World War II, when he 
was associated with a shoe 
manufacturing concern. When 
the 
Nazis 
invaded 
Czechoslovakia in 1939, he and

several coworkers and one of the 
owners was seized by the 
Gestapo, but later released for 
lack of evidence. Not allowed to 
retu rn to the sam e work, 
Kratochvil found work with an 
insurance company and later, as 
a director, was able to travel 
freely and work in the un­ 
derground movement. When the 
country was liberated in 1945, he 
returned to the shoe concern and 
becam e plant d irector. The 
company had 1,30G employes 
and 90 retail stores. When the 
Communists staged their putsch 
in February 1948, he was faced 
with expulsion by the Com­ 
munist Directory 
in Prague 
unless he signed an application 
to the Communist Party. His 
refusal was the beginning of his 
persecution: he had to leave his 
apartm ent, had his telephone 
disconnected, and could not find 
suitable 
em ploym ent since 
everything was under Com­ 
munist control. In addition, he 
was listed as a “ politically 
u n reliab le” individual which 
m eant arrest when his turn 
came and concentration labor 
camp. In August, warned by 
friends and fearing for his life, 
he left the country with his 
family’s consent. The next two 
years were spent in several 
Germ an refugee camps, where 
he was active in cam p projects 
and for the future. In January 
1951 he arrived in Chicago, 
where he worked for a shoe 
company and later a dairy. He 
took an active role in the 
Czechoslovak National Council 
of 
A m erica, 
eventually 
becoming a 
mem ber of its 
executive board. 
Kratochvil, who will be 74 
years of age in June, has a wife 
and 
three 
children 
in 
Czechoslovakia and six grand­ 
children, whom he has never 
seen. Under the present regime, 
it is impossible for him to go 
back, but he says, “ I am happy 
here.” 
He is proud 
of 
his 
American citizenship which he 
acquired in the shortest possible 
time. 
A new chapter begins in his 
life now as it does for his 
nephew, who will be working 
alongside Jim Spencer, who has 
been with the store for nearly 21 
years. 
Although 
R ykir’s 
knowledge of English at present 
is very limited, his outgoing 
personality and sense of humor 
should easily aid in overcoming

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 


Reagan says University of 
California officials — some who 
are complaining about his hold- 
the-line education budget — 
have allowed the quality of 
education at UC deteriorate 
from within. 


The Republican governor was 


asked at his weekly news con- 
ference Tuesday about criticism 
of the budget by UC Berkeley 
Chancellor Roger W. Heyns who 
called budget economies "false 
thrift." 


Reagan replied he has no 


argument with those who seek 
more funds in the budget. "They 
never get as much as they would 
like." 


Then he added: "I could wish, 


however, there were those in the 
university who had been as 
concerned 
about 
the 


deterioration of quality within 
the university over the last few 
years that had nothing to do with 
money." 


He referred specifically to "a 


willingness of the university to 
downgrade 
education" 
by 


pe'"mitting a reconstitution of 
the university at Berkeley last 
spring during the Cambodia 
crisis 


Reagan said many faculty 


members are concerned about a 
decline of quality in education at 
UC. 


On other subjects Tuesday, 


Reagan: 


— Said he could agree to the 


state keeping $265 million of the 
windfall that it will get in going 
to payroll withholding of state 
income taxes. He had been 
opposed to this and wanted to 
turn all the windfall back to the 
taxpayers but said it appears 
necessary in "these stringent 
times" because of the lack of 
state funds for construction. 


Bill Before Senate 
For All-Year Classes 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) 
— 


Legislation to allow schools to 
try all-year classes is before the 
Senate. 


Sen. Clair W. Burgener, R-San 


Diego, said the "nine-month 
school year has little real ap- 
plication to modern society." 


The bill he introduced he said, 


would make possible a 25 per 
cent increase in the number of 
students without any new school 
buildings.

the development of a vaccine. 


If a vaccine is developed, 


perhaps within five to nine 
years, the disease— serum 
hepatitis — could be controlled 
in much the same way that polio 
vaccine has virtually eradicated 
polio in this country. 


The report came from Dr. 


Saul Krugman, chairman of the 
pediatrics department of the 
New York University Medical 
Center. 


Hepatitis is a virus-caused 


disease, attacking the liver and 
causing 
jaundice, 
nausea, 


weakness and other symptoms. 


Generally, there are two kinds 


of hepatitis, serum 
and in- 


fectious. Serum hepatitis can be 
transmitted in blood tran- 
sfusions or from contaminated 
needles. Infectious hepatitis is 
generally spread through in- 
fected food or water or person- 
to-person. 


But these traditional distinc- 


tions are now being found to 
overlap, with some serum 
hepatitis spreading through 
direct or indirect 
contact.

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Five States Approve 
18-Year-Old Vote

WASHINGTON (AP) — Five 


states have aooroved a con- 
stitutional amendment lowering 
the voting age to 18, launching 
the ratification process aimed at 
extending the franchise to 11 
million Americans before next 
year's elections. 


Minnesota and Delaware 


legislators 
approved 
the 


proposed 
26th Amendment 


Tuesday less than an hour after 
the House, in a 400-19 vote, 
completed congressional action. 
Tennessee, Connecticut and 
Washington followed quickly. 


Thirty-eight state legislatures 


must ratify the amendment 
before it becomes a part of the 
Constitution. The 10 amend- 
ments approved in this century 
have required an average of 15 
months for ratification. 


The amendment provides no 


citizen 18 or older may be denied 
the vote in any election on ac- 
count of age. The practical ef- 
fect is to allow persons 20. 19 or 


18 to vote in state and local 
elections. 


Congress approved last year a 


bill reducing the voting age to 18 
for all elections. 
But the 


Supreme Court held the law 
could apply only in federal 
elections, that states have the 
right to set their own voting 
qualifications. 


The new amendment swept 


through the Senate two weeks 
ago by a vote of 94 to 0.

article was taken from a paper 
published by the California 
Division of Forestry.) 


Button Canyon is really not 


Button Canyon but Budden's 
Canyon as named after one of 
the early day settlers who lived 
in the western part of Tehama 
County. 


It is located about thirteen 


miles east of Harrison Gulch in 
the brush covered hills of the 
Coast Range Mountains. 


The old maps of Western 


Tehama County show it as 
Budden's Canyon, but due to a 
mis-print it is printed on all 
present day maps as Button 
Canyon.

Contaminated Fluids 
Ordered Withdrawn 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Food and Drug Administration 
has ordered phased withdrawal 
of contaminated intravenous 
fluids blamed for 350 cases of 
hospital blood infections and 
nine deaths. 


The agency acted after its 


earlier prescription of special 
handling for the bottles failed to 
stem 
the outbreak. These 


precautions were poorly com- 
municated to hospital personnel 
and sometimes proved inef- 
fective when followed, the FDA 
said. 


"We felt the situation had 


become more urgent," said Dr. 
David Sencer, director of the 
Center for Disease Control of the 
Public Health Service. 


FDA commissioner Charles C. 


Edwards warned hospitals not 
to use the contaminated in- 
travenous fluids manufactured 
by Abbott Laboratories of 
Chicago "unless absolutely 
necessary " They will be 


recalled as soon as substitutes 
from other manufacturers are 
placed on the shelves within a 
day or two, he said. 


Consumer advocate Ralph 


Nader criticized the FDA 
Sunday for not banning the 
Abbott salt and sugar solutions 
when the government first 
learned of the bacterial con- 
tamination. 


The number of reported in- 


fections has risen since the 
initial warning, from 150 in eight 
hospitals to 350 in 21 hospitals. 
The death toll remains nine. 


FDA officials could not say 


how many bottles will be 
recalled. A normal one-month 
supply in the nation's 7,000 
hospitals is 8 million bottles, 
with Abbott products accounting 
for 45 per cent, the FDA said. 


Edwards said the recall was 


not ordered earlier because it 
was uncertain 
that

manufacturers could fill the 
gap. It was ascertained Monday 
they could, he said.

Halt Sound Pollution 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — 
California’s “ acoustical en­ 
vironment is debauched and 
the state should create a noise 
abatement office to deal with the 
problem, a public health ad­ 
visory committee has told the 
legislature. 
Cars, planes, tires, blenders, 
air conditioners, motorcycles, 
chain saws, power mowers, 
industrial machines and con­ 
struction equipment, the 20- 
member committee said make 
life convenient. But their noises 
cause harmful effects, among 
them losses in sleep and hearing 
and increases in bodily stress. 
The chief findings of the 
report, delivered to the 
legislature this week, are that 
sources and levels of noise in 
California are increasing, but 
can and should be controlled. 
The state should take the lead 
in setting permissible noise 
standards, but leave en­ 
forcement to local agencies, 
says the report. 
The recommended approach 
is to prohibit new sources of 
noise deemed excessive and to 
place controls on existing 
sources of noise.

Contaminated Fluids 
» 
Ordered Withdrawn 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Food and Drug Administration 
has ordered phased withdrawal 
of contaminated intravenous 
fluids blamed for 350 cases of 
hospital blood infections and 
nine deaths. 
The agency acted after its 
earlier prescription of special 
handling for the bottles failed to 
stem the outbreak. These 
precautions were poorly com­ 
municated to hospital personnel 
and sometimes proved inef­ 
fective when followed, the FDA 
said.“We felt the situation had 
become more urgent,” said Dr. 
David Sencer, director of the 
Center for Disease Control of the 
Public Health Service. 
FDA commissioner Charles C. 
Edwards warned hospitals not 
to use the contaminated in­ 
travenous fluids manufactured 
by Abbott Laboratories of 
Chicago “ unless absolutely 
necessarv.” They will be 


recalled as soon as substitutes 
from other manufacturers are 
placed on the shelves within a 
day or two, he said. 
Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader criticized the FDA 
Sunday for not banning the 
Abbott salt and sugar solutions 
when the government first 
learned of the bacterial con­ 
tamination. 
The number of reported in­ 
fections has risen since the 
initial warning, from 150 in eight 
hospitals to 350 in 21 hospitals. 
The death toll remains nine. 
FDA officials could not say 
how many bottles will be 
recalled. A normal one-month 
supply in the nation’s 7,000 
hospitals is 8 million bottles, 
with Abbott products accounting 
for 45 per cent, the FDA said. 
Edwards said the recall was 
not ordered earlier because it 
was uncertain that other 
manufacturers could fill the 
gap. It was ascertained Monday 
they could, he said.

Nitrite Claim 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Food and Drug Administration 
admits it misstated in formal 
testimony the results of a 1969 
study on the misuse of a con­ 
troversial meat and fish ad­ 
ditive. 
FDA officials also said the 
government makes no attempt 
to seize smoked fish until the 
product contains 30 per cent 
more of the additive, nitrite, 
than is permitted by safety 
regulations. 
Commissioner Charles C. 
Edwards, appearing before the 
House operations subcommittee 
on intergovernmental relations, 
said a 1969 study of six plants 
making smoked salmon found 
only one sample with nitrite in 
excess of the government’s 200 
parts per million limit.

Stuff Hens With Plus Dressing

Next time you roast Rock 


Cornish game hens, you may 
want to stuff them with a new 
dressing. 


Rice is the base for the 


dressing and other good things 
go in — purple plums and water 
chestnuts. The seasonings, 
besides onion and celery, are 
soy sauce, ground ginger and 
grated lemon rind. 


Some kitchen arithmetic: a 1- 


pound can or jar of purple plums 
contains 10 to 14 whole plums. A 
1 pound, 13 ounce can or jar of 
purple plums contains 12 to 29 
plums. 


And a nutrition note: canned 


purple plums are an excellent 
source of vitamin A and a good 
source of vitamin C and the B 
vitamins. The plums also 
contain minerals — iron among 
these.

Governor Reagan lacks something in ability to look at 


problems in all their ramifications, or is not above irresponsible 
demagoguery, it is plain — if he was correctly quoted regarding a 
meeting of the California Republican Assembly this past weekend. 


Congressman Paul N. McCloskey's call for a "dialogue" on 


impeachment of President Nixon because of his conduct of the 
Indochina war was under discussion. The governor is quoted as 
saying: "A congressman here in our own state wants to discuss the 
impeachment of the President because he says that he will not 
leave Vietnam if it means abandoning our young men who are held 
prisoner by the enemy. The congressman might be surprised to 
know how many Americans would discuss impeachment of any 
American president who would leave with one of our young men 
abandoned." 


His words have a noble ring, but it doesn't take much analysis 


to show that they are open to question. The fact from which the 
entire discussion springs is that President Nixon has indicated he 
will leave an American force in Vietnam as long as North Vietnam 
holds any United States prisoners. Now, obviously, there is a 
question there which it would seem that even Reagan could un- 
derstand. Would a comparatively small force of Americans left in 
Vietnam induce the North Vietnamese to free the prisoners when a 
much larger American force was unable to do it? Mr. Nixon and 
Mr. Reagan may think they will, but certainly Congressman Mc- 
Closkey is on reasonable ground when he questions it. 


It could well be that the North Vietnamese might refuse to free 


the prisoners until all Americans go home. In that event there 
would seem to be no alternatives but for the United States to back 
down, go on fighting year after year — with more Americans taken 
prisoner — or invade North Vietnam and force that nation's 
surrender. That latter would seem to be the only way of forcing 
North Vietnam to free the prisoners. But as far as we know, no one 
in authority is advocating that. 


Whatever may be the final answer, though, it doesn't appear to 


be a very realistic appraisal of the situation on the part of Governor 
Reagan to assume that anyone who opposes leaving an American 
force in South Vietnam is advocating abandoning American 
prisoners. There is certainly reasonable ground for thinking that 
might be the fastest way to get the prisoners home. 


Extension Of Presidential Power 


An extension of Presidential power that most of us had never 


even contemplated is being examined by a United States Senate 
judiciary subcommittee headed by Democrat Senator Sam J. 
Ervin of North Carolina. That is what Senator Ervin terms "the 
growing practice of executive impoundment." 


Specifically, the North Carolina senator is challenging 


President Nixon's refusal to spend $11.1 billion appropriated by 
Congress, nearly $6 billion of it in highway funds. Without passing 
on the merits of the projects for which the money was ap- 
propriated, it is plain there is a constitutional question there which 
calls for study and a decision. If the Congress appropriates money 
for a specific purpose, has the President a right to block it?

Con- 


tingency plans for a devastating 
air attack upon North Vietnam, 
including the bombing and 
mining of Haiphong harbor, are 
being kept up to date for possible 
use. This would be a dangerous 
escalation of the war, en- 
dangering Soviet shipping in the 
busy harbor. 


The top-secret plans, drawn 


up last October by General 
Creighton 
Abrams, 
the 


American 
commander 
in 


Vietnam, were transmitted to 
the Pentagon on Oct 17. They 
offer options for a three-day, 
seven-day or ten-day aerial 
assault upon North Vietnam. 


What 
worries 
some 


strategists, who have studied 
the plans, is the idea of hitting 
Haiphong harbor. Any damage 
to Soviet shipping, they fear, 
would compel the Kremlin to 
retaliate. 


For years, the military chiefs 


have been urging strikes against 
the Haiphong port complex, 
where most of the enemy's war 
goods arrive. They would also 
like to sow the harbor with 
mines to keep ships 
from 


delivering military cargo. 


Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, D- 


Minn., who attended National 
Security Council meetings as 
Vice President, told us that ex- 
President Johnson had strongly 
resisted Pentagon pressure to 
bomb Haiphong. 


Humphrey quoted LBJ as 


telling the Joint Chiefs: "Some 
kid from Texas, flying a plane 
made in Texas, would drop a 
bomb 
right 
down 
the 


smokestack of a Soviet ship." 


President Nixon has been 


equally cautious, say insiders, 
about attacking Haiphong. This 
has 
been 
pushed 
most 


vigorously by Admiral John 


Business Mirror 


McCain, the salty 
Pacific 


Commander, who tried to sell 
the President on the idea in 
Honolulu last April and again at 
San Clemente, Calif., in May. 


Afterwards, McCain sent a 


secret message to General 
Earle Wheeler, then the Joint 
Chiefs chairman, complaining 
that 
Nixon 
hadn't 
been 


"responsive." The message, 
intended for Wheeler's eyes 
only, referred to the President 
grumpily as "the old man." This 
is a term the military chiefs 
may use in conversation but 
never in writing to designate the 
president. 
McCain 
added, 


however, that White House 
foreign affairs adviser Henry 
Kissinger had been more 
reasonable. 


But now the contingency plans 


for 
bombing 
and 
mining 


Haiphong harbcr are kept 
constantly updated. They were 
submitted last October by 
General Abram^ to McCain who 
forwarded them to the Pen- 
tagon. The decision whether to 
use them is still up to President 
Nixon. 


BOMBS AWAY 


An "urgent" memorandum, 


intended for Navy eyes only, 
reveals that ships under con- 
struction by the Navy in at least 
three commercial shipyards 
have been the objects of bomb 
threats. In one case, an "ex- 
plosive device" was found 
aboard a submarine rescue ship 
at the Alabama Drydock and 
Shipbuilding yard in Mobile. 


More than two dozen bomb 


threats have been made, most of 
them also directed against th*> 
Alabama yard. The explosive 
device, consisting 
of 
two 


propane gas bottles lashed 
together with a strip heater, 
didn't go off. 


The bomb threats have left the 


Navy in a quandary about 
jurisdiction over Navy ships in 
drydock. The memo, issued to 
Navy man at shipyards across 
the country following a flurry of 
consultations, suggests that the 
Navy's own investigators should 
be "the point of contact for all 
matters involving offenses 
against Navy property." 


But the memo acknowledges 


that Navy investigators have 
jurisdiction only over offenses 
committed by naval personnel 
on Navy property. The FBI's 
jurisdiction is also limited. 


"The FBI can investigate 


thefts 
and 
destruction 
of 


government property," states 
the memo, but "Threats of at- 
tempts to destroy property are 
not covered by this statute. An 
overt act is required." 


Concludes the two -page 


memo: "Normally local law 
enforcement officers will in- 
vestigate bomb threats and will 
conduct or assist private 
shipyards in searches for bomb 
devices." 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 


Free Lighters — The federal 


government 
not 
only 


discourages cigarette smoking 
and subsidizes tobacco growing 
at the same time but is now 
handing out free cigarette 
lighters purchased at the tax- 
payers' expense. One thousand 
of the lighters, emblazoned with 
the slogan "Doctors 
Agree: 


Moonshine Kills," are being 
distributed 
in 
moonshine 


country to help combat illegal 
stills The lighters, as added 
emphasis, also 
feature a 


prostrate man with a daisy 
sprouting from his chest. 
Presumably, he expired from 
bad booze, not cigarette-caused 
lung cancer The lighters, which 
cost the taxpayers $1,300, are 
passed out by federal revenue 


agents. 


Franchise Fraud — The Child 


Welfare League is issuing a new 
brochure warning 
against 


another franchise fraud, the day 
care center. Although some day 
care franchisers are on the up 
and up, others demand $10,000 
deposits and levy other costs so 
heavy that the centers never get 
under way. One such firm, 
turned up by the 
League's 


project director, Bill Pierce, 
demands 
a 
$10,000 down 


payment even though it has 
never successfully operated the 
kind of day center it sells. 


Raiford Investigation — When 


we asked Florida officials what 
happened at Raiford state 
prison where demonstrations by 
prisoners 
led 
to 
vicious 


beatings, we were assured that a 
fair probe was being carried out 
by the state attorney's office. 
The probe comes directly under 
the number-two man in the 
office, 
Mack 
Futch. 
His 


credentials to run a fair probe 
are disclosed in a recent letter 
written by Futch. "If there is 
any deficiency in our penal 
system," he wrote, "it is that too 
few criminals are locked up and 
that when they are imprisoned, 
they are treated with far too 
much consideration for the 
confinement to be a punish- 
ment." 


Wongdoing— We recently 


reported that Dr. Chung-ming 
Wong, 
the 
Nixon 
Ad-v 


ministration's highest ranking 
Chinese -American, had ac- 
cepted an expensive coffee urn 
from an Arabian potentate. This 
is against federal regulations. 
Wong has now been asked gently 
to resign from his job as director 
of the Saline Water Office. He 
has been assigned instead to 
"long range planning" in the 
Interior Department's 
Reclamation Bureau. 


Real Estate Vs. Stocks As Investment

Is real estate a better hedge 


against inflation than common 
stocks? Better in a recession9 In 
good times? 


The question may be debated 


for years without a convincing 
conclusion, simply because all 
real estate is not alike, nor are 
all stocks. Some investments 
prove themselves over the 
years; some disappear. 


Thousands of small investors 


and hundreds of hardnosed 
financial men are convinced, 
however, that real estate should 
be given more of an opportunity 
to prove itself, and so far the 
results look good. 


The vehicles being used are 


real estate investment trusts, 
the mutual funds of the real 
estate market. Like mutual 
funds, the trusts are pools of 
money collected from many 
sources and invested — but in 
office buildings and mortgages 
and the like instead of in stocks 
and bonds. 


You don't have to search long 


to find financial men willing to 
forecast a growth comparable 
with that of mutual funds, which 
jumped from less than $5 billion 
in assets 17 years ago to more 
than $50 billion now. 


There are now about 150 


REITs with total assets of less 
than $5 billion, but the growth is 
accelerating. More than 50 of 
them have been formed in the 


past year and a half, several of 
them 
in the $100 million 


category 


Among insurance companies, 


Massachusetts Mutual, Nor- 
thwestern, Mutual of New York, 
Connecticut 
General 
and 


Equitable operate funds with 
assets of more than $100 million. 


Why are insurers so interested 


in real estate? One cannot 
dismiss the thought that even 
insurance companies, guardians 
of the fixed dollar, are con- 
vinced that inflation is here to 
stay 


This opinion was suggested to 


Thomas Murray, chief in- 
vestment officer for Equitable 
and architect of the trust, which 
goes by the name of The 


Equitable Life Mortgage and 
Realty Investors, and was 
received with mild shock. 


The reasons are 
many, 


Murray replied, and of course 
inflation was a concern. 


One of the chief motivating 


factors, it seems, is that or- 
dinary investors are demanding 
a piece of the real estate 
market, which largely was 
closed to them before the advent 
.of REIT. 


In the private home market, 


the fund is concerned about the 
rising costs of construction and 
is studying mobile and modular 
housing as a possible answer to 
both better living conditions and 
better investments.

In reply to Mr. Bennett's letter 


I would like to state that the 
Family Life Programs are just 
one more way to introduce, into 
the schools, a method to bring 
about a change of attitude in our 
youth. 
The 
testing, 


classification, and degrees of 
sensitivity training are all 
implemented to some degree in 
all schools. It was believed that 
when 
those 
who 
would 


ultimately be responsible for 
teaching these subjects saw 
where they were heading, they 
would remove themselves from 
the programs — and the 
programs from the schools; and 
we would go on with our normal 
way of life. But the 
funds 


available were too great to give 
up, Federal funds were applied 
for 
through 
Regional 


Educational Centers. One such 
program at present is PPBS 
(Planning, Programming and 
Budgeting Systems) which was 
promoted through the regional 
centers (PACE). We will not 
hear the end of this program, for 
even some teachers are upset, 
for the tenure system will have 
to go out the window to im- 
plement this, any teacher not 
fitting 
into 
the 
right 


classification will have to go. So 
the ground work is being done. 
This is not new in education, just 
a new wrinkle. 


Over thirty years ago changes 


started to take place in Harvard 
when the Fabian-Socialists 
decided to change our form of 
education. To bring about the 
"social" changes in society 
which they wanted, they would 
have to begin by teaching the 
teachers first and letting them 
disseminate across the land to 
teach other teachers and our 
youth. These Keynesian-Fabian 
machinations were 
spelled 


"PROGRESSIVE." They taught 
anti-capitalism in a nation of 
capitalists. These socialists 
were striving for concentration 
of power in the hands of the few. 
The only economics taught in 
the public schools today is 
Keynesian economics which is 
nothing more than left-wing 
political theory.

investigated then published a 
four-booklet expose entitled 
Rugg-Philosphy Analyzed. At 
this time most people thought 
NEA would defend the legion but 
instead they referred to them as 
the enemy attacking public 
education. Other patriotic 
groups rallied to the cause and 
socialistic slanted books were 
removed from hundreds of 
schools But this did not stop 
NEA it openly attacked parents 
and put them in the enemy camp

Dr. William-Carr served NEA

Then in 1952 he 
brought in two more world 
teachers groups and formed the 
World 
Confederation 
Of 


Organizations Of The Teaching 
Profession. The NEA is an 
active member of WCOTP, and 
through this membership, it 
continues to work effectively 
with United Nations, UNESCO, 
and other UN agencies to 
promote the work started 
earlier, a work of indoctrinating 
American youth in anti-national 
attitudes for the acceptance of 
world government. 


Let me quote from a UNESCO 


publication "Toward World 
Understanding." "The Kin- 
dergarten or infant school has a 
significant part to play in the 
child's education . Not only can 
it correct the errors of home 
training but it can also prepare 
the child for membership ... in 
the world society (page 9) It is 
sufficient to note that it is 
frequently in the family that the 
children are infected with 
nationalism by hearing what is 
national extolled and what is 
foreign disparaged . . . The 
school should therefore use the 
means described earlier to 
combat family attitudes ... As 
long as the child breathes the 
poisoned air of nationalism, 
education in world-mindedness 
can

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Art Unsupported Conclusion 


Governor Reagan lacks something in ability to look at 
problems in all their ramifications, or is not above irresponsible 
demagoguery, it is plain — if he was correctly quoted regarding a 
meeting of the California Republican Assembly this past weekend. 
Congressman Paul N. McCloskey’s call for a “dialogue” on 
impeachment of President Nixon because of his conduct of the 
Indochina war was under discussion. The governor is quoted as 
saying: “A congressman here in our own state wants to discuss the 
impeachment of the President because he says that he will not 
leave Vietnam if it means abandoning our young men who are held 
prisoner by the enemy. The congressman might be surprised to 
know how many Americans would discuss impeachment of any 
American president who would leave with one of our young men 
abandoned.” 
His words have a noble ring, but it doesn’t take much analysis 
to show that they are open to question. The fact from which the 
entire discussion springs is that President Nixon has indicated he 
will leave an American force in Vietnam as long as North Vietnam 
holds any United States prisoners. Now, obviously, there is a 
question there which it would seem that even Reagan could un­ 
derstand. Would a comparatively small force of Americans left in 
Vietnam induce the North Vietnamese to free the prisoners when a 
much larger American force was unable to do it? Mr. Nixon and 
Mr. Reagan may think they will, but certainly Congressman Mc- 
Closkey is on reasonable ground when he questions it. 
It could well be that the North Vietnamese might refuse to free 
the prisoners until all Americans go home. In that event there 
would seem to be no alternatives but for the United States to back 
down, go on fighting year after year — with more Americans taken 
prisoner — or invade North Vietnam and force that nation’s 
surrender. That latter would seem to be the only way of forcing 
North Vietnam to free the prisoners. But as far as we know, no one 
in authority is advocating that. 
Whatever may be the final answer, though, it doesn’t appear to 
be a very realistic appraisal of the situation on the part of Governor 
Reagan to assume that anyone who opposes leaving an American 
force in South Vietnam is advocating abandoning American 
prisoners. There is certainly reasonable ground for thinking that 
might be the fastest way to get the prisoners home.

Con­ 
tingency plans for a devastating 
air attack upon North Vietnam, 
including the bombing and 
mining of Haiphong harbor, are 
being kept up to date for possible 
use. This would be a dangerous 
escalation of the war, en­ 
dangering Soviet shipping in the 
busy harbor. 
The top-secret plans, drawn 
up last October by General 
Creighton 
Abrams, 
the 
American 
commander 
in 
Vietnam, were transmitted to 
the Pentagon on Oct. 17. They 
offer options for a three-day, 
seven-day or ten-day aerial 
assault upon North Vietnam. 
What 
worries 
some 
strategists, who have studied 
the plans, is the idea of hitting 
Haiphong harbor. Any damage 
to Soviet shipping, they fear, 
would compel the Kremlin to 
retaliate. 
For years, the military chiefs 
have been urging strikes against 
the Haiphong port complex, 
where most of the enemy’s war 
goods arrive. They would also 
like to sow the harbor with 
mines to keep ships from 
delivering military cai¿o. 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D- 
Minn., who attended National 
Security Council meetings as 
Vice President, told us that ex- 
President Johnson had strongly 
resisted Pentagon pressure to 
bomb Haiphong. 
Humphrey quoted LBJ as 
telling the Joint Chiefs: “Some 
kid from Texas, flying a plane 
made in Texas, would drop a 
bomb 
right 
down 
the 
smokestack of a Soviet ship.” 
President Nixon has been 
equally cautious, say insiders, 
about attacking Haiphong. This 
has 
been 
pushed 
most 
vigorously by Admiral John 


McCain, the salty Pacific 
Commander, who tried to sell 
the President on the idea in 
Honolulu last April and again at 
San Clemente, Calif., in May. 
Afterwards, McCain sent a 
secret message to General 
Earle Wheeler, then the Joint 
Chiefs chairman, complaining 
that Nixon 
hadn’t 
been 
“responsive.” The message, 
intended for Wheeler’s eyes 
only, referred to the President 
grumpily as “the old man.” This 
is a term the military chiefs 
may use in conversation but 
never in writing to designate the 
president. McCain added, 
however, that White House 
foreign affairs adviser Henry 
Kissinger had been more 
reasonable. 
But now the contingency plans 
for bombing and mining 
Haiphong harbcr are kept 
constantly updated. They were 
submitted last October by 
General Abrams to McCain who 
forwarded them to the Pen­ 
tagon. The decision whether to 
use them is still up to President 
Nixon. 
BOMBS AWAY 
An “urgent” memorandum, 
intended for Navy eyes only, 
reveals that ships under con­ 
struction by the Navy in at least 
three commercial shipyards 
have been the objects of bomb 
threats. In one case, an “ex­ 
plosive device” was found 
aboard a submarine rescue ship 
at the Alabama Drydock and 
Shipbuilding yard in Mobile. 
More than two dozen bomb 
threats have been made, most of 
them also directed against th*» 
Alabama yard. The explosive 
device, consisting of two 
propane gas bottles lashed 
together with a strip heater, 
didn’t go off. 
The bomb threats have left the 


Navy in a quandary about 
jurisdiction over Navy ships in 
drydock. The memo, issued to 
Navy man at shipyards across 
the country following a flurry of 
consultations, suggests that the 
Navy’s own investigators should 
be “the point of contact for all 
matters involving offenses 
against Navy property.” 
But the memo acknowledges 
that Navy investigators have 
jurisdiction only over offenses 
committed by naval personnel 
on Navy property. The FBI’s 
jurisdiction is also limited. 
“The FBI can investigate 
thefts and destruction of 
government property,” states 
the memo, but “Threats of at­ 
tempts to destroy property are 
not covered by this statute. An 
overt act is required.” 
Concludes the two -page 
memo: “Normally local law 
enforcement officers will in­ 
vestigate bomb threats and will 
conduct or assist private 
shipyards in searches for bomb 
devices.” 
WASHINGTON WHIRL 
Free Lighters — The federal 
government 
not 
only 
discourages cigarette smoking 
and subsidizes tobacco growing 
at the same time but is now 
handing out free cigarette 
lighters purchased at the tax­ 
payers’ expense. One thousand 
of the lighters, emblazoned with 
the slogan “Doctors Agree: 
Moonshine Kills,” are being 
distributed 
in 
moonshine 
country to help combat illegal 
stills. The lighters, as added 
emphasis, also feature a 
prostrate man with a daisy 
sprouting from his chest. 
Presumably, he expired from 
bad booze, not cigarette-caused 
lung cancer. The lighters, which 
cost the taxpayers $1,300, are 
passed out by federal revenue 


agents. 
Franchise Fraud — The Child 
Welfare League is issuing a new 
brochure warning against 
another franchise fraud, the day 
care center. Although some day 
care franchisers are on the up 
and up, others demand $10,000 
deposits and levy other costs so 
heavy that the centers never get 
under way. One such firm, 
turned up by the League’s 
project director, Bill Pierce, 
demands a $10,000 down 
payment even though it has 
never successfully operated the 
kind of day center it sells. 
Raiford Investigation — When 
we asked Florida officials what 
happened at Raiford state 
prison where demonstrations by 
prisoners led to vicious 
beatings, we were assured that a 
fair probe was being carried out 
by the state attorney’s office. 
The probe comes directly under 
the number-two man in the 
office, Mack Futch. His 
credentials to run a fair probe 
are disclosed in a recent letter 
written by Futch. “If there is 
any deficiency in our penal 
system,” he wrote, “it is that too 
few criminals are locked up and 
that when they are imprisoned, 
they are treated with far too 
much consideration for the 
confinement to be a punish­ 
ment.” 
Wongdoing— We recently 
reported that Dr. Chung-ming 
Wong, 
the 
Nixon 
Ad-V 
ministration’s highest ranking 
Chinese -American, had ac­ 
cepted an expensive coffee urn 
from an Arabian potentate. This 
is against federal regulations. 
Wong has now been asked gently 
to resign from his job as director 
of the Saline Water Office. He 
has been assigned instead to 
“long range planning” in the 
I n te r io r D e p a rtm e n t’s 
Reclamation Bureau. 


Business Mirror 


Extension Of Presidential Power 
An extension of Presidential power that most of us had never 
even contemplated is being examined by a United States Senate 
judiciary subcommittee headed by Democrat Senator Sam J. 
Ervin of North Carolina. That is what Senator Ervin terms “the 
growing practice of executive impoundment.” 
Specifically, the North Carolina senator is challenging 
President Nixon’s refusal to spend $11.1 billion appropriated by 
Congress, nearly $6 billion of it in highway funds. Without passing 
on the merits of the projects for which the money was ap­ 
propriated, it is plain there is a constitutional question there which 
calls for study and a decision. If the Congress appropriates money 
for a specific purpose, has the President a right to block it?

Is real estate a better hedge 
against inflation than common 
stocks? Better in a recession? In 
good times? 
The question may be debated 
for years without a convincing 
conclusion, simply because all 
real estate is not alike, nor are 
all stocks. Some investments 
prove themselves over the 
years; some disappear. 
Thousands of small investors 
and hundreds of hardnosed 
financial men are convinced, 
however, that real estate should 
be given more of an opportunity 
to prove itself, and so far the 
results look good. 
The vehicles being used are 


real estate investment trusts, 
the mutual funds of the real 
estate market. Like mutual 
funds, the trusts are pools of 
money collected from many 
sources and invested — but in 
office buildings and mortgages 
and the like instead of in stocks 
and bonds. 
You don’t have to search long 
to find financial men willing to 
forecast a growth comparable 
with that of mutual funds, which 
jumped from less than $5 billion 
in assets 17 years ago to more 
than $50 billion now. 
There are now about 150 
REITs with total assets of less 
than $5 billion, but the growth is 
accelerating. More than 50 of 
them have been formed in the 


past year and a half, several of 
them in the $100 million 
category. 
Among insurance companies, 
Massachusetts Mutual, Nor­ 
thwestern, Mutual of New York, 
Connecticut 
General 
and 
Equitable operate funds with 
assets of more than $100 million. 
Why are insurers so interested 
in real estate? One cannot 
dismiss the thought that even 
insurance companies, guardians 
of the fixed dollar, are con­ 
vinced that inflation is here to 
stay.This opinion was suggested to 
Thomas Murray, chief in­ 
vestment officer for Equitable 
and architect of the trust, which 
goes by the name of The 


Equitable Life Mortgage and 
Realty Investors, and was 
received with mild shock. 
• The reasons are many, 
Murray replied, and of course 
inflation was a concern. 
One of the chief motivating 
factors, it seems, is that or­ 
dinary investors are demanding 
a piece of the real estate 
market, which largely was 
closed to them before the advent 
.of REIT. 
In the private home market, 
the fund is concerned about the 
rising costs of construction and 
is studying mobile and modular 
housing as a possible answer to 
both better living conditions and 
better investments.

Just One More Way 
Dear Editor: 
In reply to Mr. Bennett’s letter 
I would like to state that the 
Family Life Programs are just 
one more way to introduce, into 
the schools, a method to bring 
about a change of attitude in our 
youth. 
The 
testing, 
classification, and degrees of 
sensitivity training are all 
implemented to some degree in 
all schools. It was believed that 
when 
those 
who 
would 
ultimately be responsible for 
teaching these subjects saw 
where they were heading, they 
would remove themselves from 
the programs — and the 
programs from the schools; and 
we would go on with our normal 
way of life. But the funds 
available were too great to give 
up, Federal funds were applied 
for 
through 
Regional 
Educational Centers. One such 
program at present is PPBS 
(Planning, Programming and 
Budgeting Systems) which was 
promoted through the regional 
centers (PACE). We will not 
hear the end of this program, for 
even some teachers are upset, 
for the tenure system will have 
to go out the window to im­ 
plement this, any teacher not 
fitting 
into 
the 
right 
classification will have to go. So 
the ground work is being done. 
This is not new in education, just 
a new wrinkle. 
Over thirty years ago changes 
started to take place in Harvard 
when the Fabian-Socialists 
decided to change our form of 
education. To bring about the 
“social” changes in society 
which they wanted, they would 
have to begin by teaching the 
teachers first and letting them 
disseminate across the land to 
teach other tea* hers and our 
youth. These Keynesian-Fabian 
machinations were spelled 
“PROGRESSIVE.” They taught 
anti-capitalism in a nation of 
capitalists. These socialists 
were striving for concentration 
of power in the hands of the few. 
The only economics taught in 
the public schools today is 
Keynesian economics which is 
nothing more than left-wing 
political theory.

Other patriotic 
groups rallied to the cause and 
socialistic slanted books were 
removed from hundreds of 
schools But this did not stop 
NEA it openly attacked parents

Let me quote from a UNESCO 
publication “Toward World 
Understanding.” “The Kin­ 
dergarten or infant school has a 
significant part to play in the 
child’s education . Not only can 
it correct the errors of home 
training but it can also prepare 
the child for membership ... in 
the world society (page 9) It is 
sufficient to note that it is 
frequently in the family that the 
children are infected with 
nationalism by hearing what is 
national extolled and what is 
foreign disparaged . . . The 
school should therefore use the 
means described earlier to 
combat family attitudes . . . As 
long as the child breathes the 
poisoned air of nationalism, 
education in world-mindedness 
can only produce rather 
precarious results (pages 54-58) 
Dr. Chisholm states, “for many 
generations we have bowed our 
necks to the yoke of the con­ 
viction of sin.
